RESOLUTION  NO.  1 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  some  of  the  collections  have  been  re-

Resolved,  1st,  That  this  conference  declare  itself  and  strictly 
charge  all  Supernumeraries,  local  preachers  and  licentiates  to  care- 
fully restrain  from  taking  any  part  in  any  movement  or  assenting 
to  any  statement,  making  any  remarks  or  encouraging  any  expression 
that  might   cripple  the  pastor's  influence  for   good. 

Resolved,  2nd,  That  any  Superannuate  who  shall  oppose  the  pas- 
tor on  the  charge  where  he  may  reside,  or  any  other  charge  in  the 
district,  annoy  or  help  to  perpetuate  any  report  or  movement,  or 
who  shall  take  up  reproach  against  the  pastor,  or  one  who  shall 
encourage  by  word  or  act  any  others  who  may  oppose  the  pastor,  shall 
be  plainly  warned  by  the  executive,  his  income  from  the  Superan- 
nuate Fund  Society  be  materially  reduced,  and  should  said  offender 
persist  in  his  course,  his  income  from  the  Superannuate  Fund  So- 
ciety shall  be  cut  off  entirely.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT— NO.   1 

To  the  North   Carolina  Conference: — 

Dear  Brethren;  After  the  toil  of  another  year  we  are  permitted 
to  meet  in  the  eighty-ninth  session  of  our  Conference  to  deliberate 
upon  all  questions  that  may  come  before  us. 

Our  Dssd 

Since  our  last  meeting  Rev.  W.  D.  Fogleman  on  the  29th  of  No- 
vember, 1913,  was  borne  across  the  silent  river.  He  gave  the  Con- 
ference several  years  of  earnest  toil  and  service. 

Rev.  J.  L.  Giles  on  May  22nd,  1914,  silently  passed  away  to  rest 
from  his  labors.  These  are  not  all  of  our  beloved  ones  that  have 
passed  away  during  the  year.  Honorable  and  faithful  members  of 
our  laity  from  different  parts  of  the  District  have  gone  out  from  us 
to  join  the  cloud  of  witnesses  which  encompass  us,  and  we  regret  to 
lose  them  but  our  loss  is  their  eternal  gain.  These  cieaths  continue 
to  remind  us  of  the  fact  that  our  time  will  soon  come,  hence  the  in- 
junction of  the  scripture,  "Be  ye  also  ready." 

Supplies 

Harmony — Immediately  after  Conference  I  appointed  Rev.  D.  A. 
Pishel  pastor  in  charge  of  this  Church. 

On  or  about  the  first  of  February  Rev.  L.  H.  Hatley  quit  Bun- 
combe Circuit  on  account  of  his  health. 

June  1st,  1914,  Rev.  T.  E.  Martin  was  assigned  to  Buncombe 
Circuit  where  he  has  been  doing  acceptable  work  since  that  time. 

Rev.  W.  R.  Lowdermilk  did  not  think  he  had  sufficiently  recover- 
ed to  resume  work  and  he  was  released  from  going  to  the  charge 
assigned   him. 

Bro.  Lamar  has  served  both  fields  (Anderson  and  Yarboro),  which 
ought   not   to   be   repeated. 

My  visits,  observations  and  opinions  of  the  work  have  been  given 
through  our  church  paper  and  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  them 
in  this  report.  I  have  visited  all  the  fields  in  the  District  except 
one,  and  I  gave  dates  for  that  but  they  were  rejected.  The  pastor 
can  explain  when  he  makes  his  report  to  this  Conference  if  he 
chooses,  to  do  so.  I  attach  no  blame  to  him.  I  have  found  the  pas- 
i  ors  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  as  they  saw  it. 
I  believe  their  reports  will  indicate  progress,  at  least  the  most  of 
them.  The  most  of  the  pastors  have  reported  quarterly  to  me  and 
speak   encouragingly   of   their  fields   of  labor. 
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Pastoral  Support 

I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  our  pastors  are  not  receiving  as  much 
for  their  services  as  they  should;  but  gradually  salaries  are  being 
increased  and  our  people  are  coming  to  see  the  necessity  for  doing 
so  each  year  as  they  are  taught  liberality.  I  believe  that  a  minister 
of  the  Gospel,  if  he  is  so  disposed,  can  do  as  little  for  the  money 
he  gets  as  any  other  man  in  any  other  calling.  This  might  account 
in  some  instances  for  the  fact  that  some  are  so  poorly  paid.  By 
your  permission  I  have  gone  over  our  Conference  territory  twice. 
In  my  visits  I  have  endeavored  to  see  the  business  side  of  the 
Church  and  have  tried  in  my  way  to  lay  the  fact  before  our  people 
that  it  was  important  for  them  to  use  business  methods  in  their 
Church  work,  and  some  improvement  is  evident.  I  have  called  the 
attention  of  some  of  our  laity  to  the  importance  of  a  better  pastoral 
support.  Not  because  the  pastor  is  working  for  money  for  money 
cannot  measure  the  value  of  a  faithful  pastor,  but  because  it  is 
necessary  that  he  be  fed  and  clothed  and  by  economy  provide  for 
his  declining  days.  My  brethren  of  the  laity,  I  see  little  sense,  rea- 
son cr  justice  in  the  fact  that  your  pastor  is  required  to  work  in  a 
territory  contiguous  to  that  served  by  ministers  of  other  denomina- 
tions— preach  just  as  well,  work  just  as  hard,  accomplish  just  as 
much  good  among  a  people  just  as  financially  able,  and  yet  be  the 
poorest  paid.  These  are  facts  that  exist  in  our  Conference  and 
they  should  be  remedied.  I  think  some  of  the  shortage  in  this  mat- 
ter is  the  result  of  a  lack  of  financial  system  in  managing  the  busi- 
ness problems  of  the  Church.  I  regret  to  know  that  some  of  our 
charges  have  no  plan  of  systematic  benevolence  whatever.  There 
are  charges  in  this  Conference  who  could  increase  the  pastor's  salary 
and  pay  every  cent  of  all  the  claims  if  a  good  financial  system  could 
be  adopted  and  used.  May  it  be  that  something  will  occur  at  this 
session  of  the  Conference  to  cause  all  our  charges  to  transact  God's 
business  in   a   business-like  way. 

State  of  the  Churches 

During  the  year  nine  churches  have  been  under  course  of  con- 
struction and  most  of  them  are  completed,  while  many  others  have 
been  improved  to  such  an  extent  that  one  would  hardly  believe  they 
were  the  same  church.  One  new  parsonage  has  been  built  at  Falls- 
ton  and  others  improved  during  the  year.  I  deem  it  useless  to  say 
more  on  this  phase  of  the  work  as  this  will  all  be  reported, by  the 
pastors  in  their  official  statements  to  this  Conference. 

Spiritual  Results 
I  am  pleased  to   say  many  good  revivals  have  been   held   during 
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the  year  and  several  accessions  to  the  Church  have  been  reported, 
which  go  to  show  the  spiritual  state  of  the  Church.  The  ingather- 
ing of  so  many  precious  souls  places  a  great  responsibility  upon 
both  Church  and  pastor.  They  are  to  be  held,  trained,  utilized  and 
made  forces  of  righteousness.  For  all  of  the  visitations  of  the  Di- 
vine spirit  and  the  salvation  of  souls  I  am  sure  we  rejoice  with 
great  rejoicing. 

Literature 

Our  own  Literature  should  have  the  preference  and  it  ought  to 
be  more  universally  taken  and  distributed  among  our  people.  Our 
church  papers,  both  local  and  general  ought  to  be  in  all  Methodist 
Protestant  homes  and  I  have  earnestly  insisted  on  all  of  our  charges 
that  the  membership  subscribe  and  keep  themselves  informed  as  to  the 
work  of  the  church.  We  are  pleased  to  have  our  editors  and  general 
agents  come  and  stir  us  up  upon  the  lines  they  represent  and  may 
we  as  a  conference  be  more  ready  to  cooperate. 

Our  Children's  Home 

Our  Superintendent,  Bro.  H.  A.  Garrett,  will  be  present  and  pre- 
sent the  needs  of  the  home.  This  institution  appeals  more  generally 
to  our  conference  than  any  enterprise  we  have  undertaken  since  I 
have  been  a  member  of  your  body,  and  with  the  proper  management 
it  will  appeal  more  generally  to  our  entire  church  in  the  near  future. 

Summer  Conference 

This  was  voted  to  be  a  permanent  institution  of  our  conference  by 
those  present  at  the  last  session  and  all  of  our  ministers  are  earnest- 
ly requested  to  join  in  and  make  the  Summer  Conference  a  success 
and  a  benefit  to  our  entire  district.  My  hope  is  that  all  obstacles 
can  be  removed  so  that  we  may  have  a  larger  attendance  as  the  years 
go  by. 

The  President's  Parsonage 

During  the  year  the  committee  appointed  by  this  conference  have 
secured  an  option  on  a  lot  in  Greensbore  and  have  asked  for  an 
amount  equal  to  the  President's  salary  for  two  years  with  which 
they  will  pay  for  the  lot  and  erect  a  building.  To  this  call  some  have 
responded  very  promptly.  Let  each  pastor  see  to  it  as  early  as  pos- 
sible that  the  amount  asked  for  be  raised  on  his  field.  We  hope  to 
have  a  report  from  the  chairman  of  this  committee  during  this  an- 
nual session. 
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Recommendations 

(1)  That   Harmony   be    attached   to   Halifax   or   Roanoke    circuit. 

(2)  That  the  name  of  S.  B.  Stephens  be  striken  from  our  roll. 

(3)  That  those  entitled  to  license  to  administer  the  ordinances  be 
so  reported  to  this  annual  conference. 

I  desire  in  closing  this  report  to  express  my  sincere  and  heartfelt 
thanks  to  you,  my  brethren,  and  to  the  laity  for  the  courtesises  be- 
stowed upon  me  during  the  year.  My  fellowship  with  you,  without 
exception,  has  been  pleasant.  I  am  thankful  to  Almighty  God  who 
has  spared  my  life  and  protected  my  health,  so  that  without  missing 
a  single  trip  I  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the  fields  of  this  conference.

REPORT   NO.   6 

Gentlemen: — 

The  close  of  another  year  in  the  history  of  this  Institution  brings 
us  many  evidences  of  God's  goodness  and  love.  We  acknowledge 
Him  as  the  source  of  our  help. 

It  has  been  a  good  year  if  there  has  been  a  depression  in  busi- 
ness. We  have  been  able  to  meet  all  running  expenses,  and  the  health 
of  the  children  has  been  excellent. 

Our  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Home.  Since  our  last  report  the  Woman's  Home  Mission 
Society  and  Baraea  Class  of  Henderson.  Why  Not  Circuit,  the  Baraca 
Class  of  the  First  M.  P.  Church,  High  Point,  have  each  agreed  to 
pay  $1.00  for  a  year  to  the  support  of  the  Home.  Since  beginning 
my  report  Rehoboth  Church,  Granville  Circuit,  has  sent  in  $25.00,  the  f 
first  payment  toward  the  support  of  another  child.  Rehoboth  Suu- 
day  school  and  congregation  has  agreed  to  raise  $200.00  this  year  for 
the  support  of  the  children  in  this  Home.  Tabernacle  Church  on  Tab- 
ernacle Ct.,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Hunter,  Maple  Springs  Church, 
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Forsyth  Ct.,  have  furnished  two  rooms  in  the  Dormitory. 

In  February  after  an  illness  of  a  few  days,  death  claimed  Miss 
Martha  Bedding,  a  most  valuable  helper  in  the  Home.  She  had 
been  with  us  since  we  took  charge,  and  was  so  well  qualified  and 
filled  the  place  so  well  that  the  loss  seemed  almost  irreparable,  but 
Providence  guided  and  we  were  able  to  secure  the  servics  of  Misses 
Pansy  Anderson  and  Cora  Redding  for  the  summer,  as  Mrs.  Fannie 
E.  Page  was  with  the  Orphanage  at  Denton  and  came  with  the 
children  to  the  Children's  Home,  resigned  as  matron  to  take  a  much 
needed  rest.  She  had  served  efficiently  and  successfully.  Miss 
Martha  Parsons  is  now  serving  as  matron. 

Feeling  the  importance  of  having  our  own  private  school  as  other 
orphanages,  we  secured  the  services  of  Miss  Bertha  Alspaugh  as  teach- 
er. The  children  are  more  easily  governed  and  are  doing  much  bet- 
ter work  in  their  books  than  when  attending  the  Public  school.  It 
is  our  purpose  to  train  the  children  to  be  industrious  and  self-sup- 
porting. The  only  way  to  learn  to  do  a  thing,  is  to  do  it.  By  this 
arrangement  the  children  get  more  experience  in  manual  training  and 
the  work  is  carried  on  for  less  expense  than  if  we  sent  them  to  the 
Public  School.  The  teaching  is  done  as  systematically  and  graded 
as  carefully  as  in  our  Graded  Schools.  The  plan  is  working  admir- 
ably. 

We  said  in  the  beginning  that  the  health  of  the  children  has 
been  good  as  we  have  had  no  epidemic  or  serious  sickness.  We 
had  one  mild  case  of  diphtheria  and  three  operations  for  adenoid 
and  enlarged  tonsils.  The  operations  were  a  success.  The  hearing 
of  two  is  much  better  and  the  general  health  of  the  three  is  good. 
Before  the  operations  their  health  was  failing. 

Eight  children  have  been  admitted  this  year.  One  has  been  re- 
tured  to  his  guardian  and  one  placed  in  a  home.  There  are  12 
girls  and  16  boys  in  the  Home.  Every  child  over  six  years  old  in 
the  Home,  except  one  recently  admitted,  is  a  member  of  the  First 
M.   P.   Church,  High  Point. 

We  hope  to  have  the  farm  greatly  improved  within  a  few  years. 
We  have  almost  cleaned  it  of  stones,  and  bushes  and  briars  are 
not  allowed  to  grow. 

We  are  utilizing  all  the  land  that  will  produce — have  redeemed 
the  wet  land  by  ditching.  Our  corn  crop  was  fine,  considering  the 
dry  weather.  We  have  housed  100  bushels  of  very  fine  corn.  Nov/ 
we  have  about  35  acres  sowed  in  rye,  oats  and  clover.  This  was 
done  that  we  might  have  early  pasture,  save  some  for  feed  and  turn 
the  other  that  the  land  may  be  improved.  "We  planted  over  3500 
straw  berry  and  2000  cabbage  plants  this  fall.  We  are  hoping  to  have 
a  surplus  for  the  market.  At  a  very  low  estimate,  our  milk  and 
butter,    eggs    and    vegetables    have    been    worth    more    than    $300.00. 
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For  four  weeks  we  had  all  the  melons  of  our  own  raising  that 
the  children  could  eat.  Our  early  potatoes  were  a  failure  but  had  a 
fair  crop  of  late  ones.     The  sweet  potatoes  did  well. 

One  of  the  most  vaulable  presents  to  the  Home  this  year  is  a 
fine  Holstein  calf  valued  at  $75.00.  presented  by  Mrs.  J.  F.  Stephens, 
Greensboro.  We  want  good  stock,  then  do  good  farming,  all  of  which 
will  give  the  children  higher  ideals  for  life.

$100.00.  Six  W.  H.  M.  S.  gave  $223.50;  one  Y.  W.  H.  M.  S..  $5.00;  one 
Mission  Band,  $.60;  four  families  and  three  church  clubs  Sunday 
eggs,  $41.58;  one  Jr.  O.  U.  A.  M.,  $5.68;  three  concerts  by  our  chil- 
dren  $94.51;    $200.00    (estimated)    provisions   and   clothing. 

As  the  work  developes.  the  more  our  brethren  of  other  confer- 
ences become   interested. 

If  we  succeed  as  we  should  we  must  have  the  hearty  co-operation 
of  our  pastors,  Sunday  school  superintendents  and  leading  laymen.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK— NO.  7 

The  Board  of  Young  People's  work  begs  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report.  While  the  Board  has  not  reached  its  goal  for  the 
past  year,  yet  we  feel  that  some  progress  'has  been  made.  At  a 
board  meeting  in  Greensboro  in  April  it  was  decided  that  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  should  call  attention  to  the  Sunday  school  banner 
for  which  the  Sunday  schools  are  supposed  to  compete.  As  no  Sun- 
day school  had  met  the  conditions  for  securing  this  banner,  it  was 
decided  that  new  conditions  should  be  formulated  for  the  present 
year.     A  few  Sunday  schools  have  met  the  conditions  laid  down  by 
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the  committee.  Let  us  call  attention  to  the  conditions  laid  down  by 
the  conference  in  1911  and  which  conditions  will  remain  in  force. 
First,  Sunday  school  competing  for  this  banner  must  run  all  the 
year.  Second,  the  secretary  of  the  Sunday  school  is  required  to  re- 
port the  average  attendance  of  his  school  to  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Herald  each  month.  Third,  the  secretary  of  the  school  shall 
forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  by  November  1 
the  average  attendance  of  the  year. 

During  the  past  year  some  interest  has  been  taken  in  Teacher 
Training  work,  but  this  important  subject  has  not  received  the  at- 
tention which  it  should  have. 

Your  board  feels  that  we  should  put  forth  a  larger  effort  for 
the  coming  year.  We,  therefore,  recommend,  first,  that  we  have 
under  the  direction  of  this  board  a  Young  People's  convention  some- 
where near  the  central  part  of  the  state,  during  the  month  of  March 
or  April.  Second,  that  each  pastor  and  layman  of  this  conference 
pledge  himself  to  support  this  convention  in  every  possible  way. 
Third,  that  this  conference  assume  no  financial  obligations  in  regard 
to  this  convention.

Your  Committee  on  Christian  Endeavor  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report;  we  deplore  the  fact  of  the  decline  in  Christian 
Endeavor  interest  in  this  conference.  Some  say,  that  the  Christian 
Endeavor  movement  has  really  settled  down  to  a  more  sane  pro- 
gramme, and  that  there  is  no  decline.  This  may  be  answered  by 
referring  to  the  Conference  Journal  which  shows  that  the  number  of 
societies  last  year  was  smaller  than  that  of  the  year  before.  Not- 
withstanding all  this,  we  believe  that  the  thing  for  which  the  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  movement  stands  must  be  incorporated  in  every  life 
in  order  for  that  life  to  reach  the  highest   attainment. 

We  therefore  recommend  first,  That  each  pastor  endeavor  to 
organize  new  societies  wherever  possible,  and  that  pastors  co- 
operate with  the  young  people  in  this  work.  Second,  that  the  lay- 
men of  this  conference  take  the  lead  in  their  respective  fields  with 
a  view  to  organizing  Christian  Endeavor  Societies.  Third,  that  where 
it  is  not  possible  to  organize  Christian  Endeavor  Societies,  the  pas- 
tors  do   their   best   to   substitute   some   other   organization    that    will 
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be  the  means  of  developing  the  young  people   along  the  lines   em- 
phasized by  the   Christian   Endeavor   movement.

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS— NO.  9 

The  Sunday  school  is  recognized  as  the  chief  channel  of  service 
for  the  church  today.  With  a  school  thoroughly  organized,  several 
people  in  each  church  are  given  splendid  opportunities  for  service. 
The  Sunday  school  is  also  the  chief  recruiting  station  for  the 
church.  Something  like  90  per  cent,  of  those  who  come  into  the 
church  come  directly  through  the  Sunday  school. 

Far  these  reasons,  this  conference  would  urge  all  its  pastors  and 
workers  to  give  special  attention  to  the  organized  Sunday  school 
work  in  all  our  churches.  We  commend  the  Cradle  Roll,  and  the 
Home  Department  work;  for  by  properly  working  these  two  de- 
partments every  member  of  all  our  families  may  be  enrolled  in  the 
Sunday  school. 

In  the  regular  Sunday  school  we  would  urge  that  the  pupils  be 
graded,  somewhat  after  the  plan  of  the  graded  schools  in  so  far  as 
possible,  and  that  the  very  best  teachers  possible  be  put  over  the 
classes  of  children  and  young  people.  In  this  way  we  may  hope 
the  better  to  hold  them  and  train  them  for  Christ.  That  we  may 
have  the  best  teachers  possible,  we  urge  a  Teachers'  Training  Class 
in  every  church  where  it  is  at  all  practicable  to  have  it.  People  seek 
training  from  every  other  work  they  try  to  do  and  we  are  per- 
suaded that  if  given  an  opportunity,  many  of  them  would  take 
training  for  Sunday  school  work  . 

We  also  recommend  that  in  all  cases  the  pastor  and  superintend- 
ent strive  to  keep  the  school  running  all  the  year  and  that  each 
individual  school  send  delegates  to  the  township,  county  and  state 
conventions. 

All  literature  necessary  for  running  any  and  all  departments  of 
the  Sunday  school  may  be  had  at  our  Book  Concern  in  Baltimore, 
Md.,  316  N.  Charles  St.,  Rev.  C.  H.  Hubbell,  D.  D.,  the  efficient  sec-

SABBATH  OBSERVANCE— REPORT  NO  10 

The  importance  of  the  Sabbath  is  suggested  by  the  time  of  its 
institution.  It  seems  to  have  been  instituted  immediately  after  the 
work  of  creation  was  completed. 

The  institution  of  the  Sabbath  was  the  first  work  that  the  Lord 
did  for  the  good  of  his  creatures  after  their  creation.  It  was  the 
first  work  for  the  church  and  for  the  spiritual  interests,  the  higher 
interests  of  men.  It  provided  a  time  for  worship  and  religions 
employment. 

It  is  for  all  men,  not  a  Mosaical  institution  for  the  Jewish  nation 
alone;  it  was  instituted  before  mankind  was  divided  into  nations. 
It  provided  for  each  individual  in  the  home:  thy  son,  thy  daughter, 
thy  manservant,  thy  maid  servant  and  the  stranger  within  thy 
gates.  Even  the  dumb  animals  were  thought  of  when  it  was  estab- 
lished. The  Sabbath  is  not  only  a  rest  day,  it  is  in  a  peculiar  sense 
the  Lord's  day.     It  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord  thy  God. 

The  Sabbath  is  both  a  day  of  rest  and  a  work  day.  It  is  a  day 
of  rest  from  some  kinds  of  work  but  a  day  of  service  for  other 
kinds  of  work. 

The  scribes,  the  religious  teachers  of  our  Savior's  day,  and  others 
that  had  preceedded  them  had  emphasized  the  first  part  of  the  Sab- 
bath law,  the  rest  part,  to  the  extent  that  they  had  covered  up  the 
commandment  with  prohibitions,  with  thou  shalt  nots,  till  the  true 
nature  of  the  day  was  lost  light  of  and  instead  of  it  being  a  day 
of  blessing  as  it  was  designed  to  be,  and  is,  it  was  a  burden.  Jesus, 
great  reformer  that  he  was,  undertook  to  present  the  Sabbath  in 
its  true  light.  This  brought  him  in  antagonism  with  the  religious 
teachers  of  that  day.  One  cf  the  charges  they  brought  against  him 
was  that  he  did  things  that  were  violations  of  the  Sabbath  law. 
Y/hile  Jesus  illustrated  the  proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath  in 
his  own  life  he  did  not  give  us  specific  rules  in  regard  to  its  ob- 
servance that  would  apply  to  all  the  exigencies  of  life.  To  have 
done  so  would  have  hidden  the  commandment  so  that  its  true  spirit 
would  not  be  seen. 

He  taught  the  principles  involved  in  Sabbath  observance  and  as 
in  other  things  left  it  to  us  to  apply  these  in  our  lives  of  course  in 
accord  with  the  other  laws  that  he  has  given  us. 

The   Savior  emphasized  the   thought  that  the  Sabbath  was   made 
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for  man;  for  mankind;  for  all  men:  for  man  in  his  entirety;  for 
his  physical,  his  intellectual,  and  his  spiritual  welfare.  This  should 
keep  us  from  engaging  in  anything  or  exerting  an  influence  that 
■would  keep  others  from  observing  the  day. 

He  taught  that  it  was  lawful  to  do  good  on  the  Sabbath  day. 
And  as  the  Sabbath  is  a  hallowed  day,  a  holy  day,  God's  day,  it 
obliges  us  to  do  good  that  will  be  pleasing  to  God,  that  will  honor 
his  name  or  that  will  in  some  way  contribute  to  the  advancement  of 
his  kingdom.  The  Great  Teacher  taught  both  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample that  the  Sabbath  was  to  be  observed  by  attending  public, 
divine  worship.  "While  he  sometimes  went  to  see  the  sick  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  there  is  no  record  of  him  doing  so  at  an  hour  that 
required  him  to  be  absent  from  the  public  services.  Your  committee 
recommends  that  each  pastor  be  requested  to  preach  during  the  year 
at  each  church  one  or  more  times  on  the  subject  of  Sabbath 
observance.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE— NO.   11 

The  character  of  the  mind  is  almost  wholly  the  product  of  the 
literature  which  we  read.  Those  who  read  only  the  best  literature 
have  the  strongest  and  best  minds.  Those  who  read  the  world's 
trashy  literature  have  diseased  and  enfeebled  minds.  From  these 
our  criminal  ranks  are  principally  recruited.  That  part  of  the  world's 
literature  which  nourishes  moral  and  spiritual  character  is  that 
which  is  distinctively  religious.  It  is  this  that  nourishes  love,  sympa- 
thy, mercy,  justice,  truth,  righteousness,  and  goodness.  Consequent- 
ly the  religious  press  is  one  of  the  greatest  agencies  in  the  produc- 
tion of  good  citizenship.  As  Methodist  Protestants  in  ssearch  of 
this  literature  we  naturally  turn  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  press. 
Here  we  find  the  Methodist  Recorder  and  the  Methodist  Protestant 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald.  The  last  named  is  our  own 
local  church  paper  published  in  Greensboro  and  edited  by  Rev.  J. 
F.  McCulloch,  D.  D.  We  would  be  glad  for  each  of  these  papers  to 
go  into  every  Methodist  Protestant  home  within  the  bounds  of  the 
North  Carolina  conference.  The  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  being 
our  own  local  church  paper  we  are  especially  anxious  to  have  it 
placed  in  the  hands  of  all  our  people.  The  Methodist  Protestant 
being   our   general   church   paper   we   are   anxious   for   our   people    to 
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give  it  a  more  liberal  support  than  they  are  at  present.  To  this  end 
we  recommend  that  during  the  month  of  February  the  ministers  of 
our  conference  conduct  an  earnest  campaign  in  behalf  of  these  pa- 
pers. We  suggest  that  the  pastor  first  appeal  to  his  people  from  his 
pulpit   and   then  follow   this   appeal  with   a  personal   canvass. 

We  also  recommend  that  our  ministers  write  more  for  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Herald.  And  we  suggest  that  the  editor  select  minis- 
ters of  our  conference  to  write  on  subjects  of  his  own  choosing.  We 
think  this  will  make  the  paper  more  interesting  to  our  people  and  at 
the  same  time  lift  some  of  the  burden  from  the  editor. 

We  also  recommend  that  our  pastors  send  their  orders  for  books 
to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Publishing  House,  Baltimore,  Md. 

We  also  recommend  that  our  people  use  our  own  Sunday  school 
literature.  Everything  needed  in  this  line  can  be  furnished  by  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Publishing  House  of  Baltimore,  Md. 

We  also  most  heartily  recommend  to  our  people  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Becord.

In  any  form  of  government,  and  especially  a  representative  form, 
the  people  should  be  intelligent,  in  order  to  think  correctly,  plan 
wisely  and  execute  successfully.  The  growth,  permanence,  and  pow- 
er of  any  church  will  in  a  large  measure,  depend  upon  its  literary 
institutions.  Our  church  recognizes  these  truths  as  is  evidenced 
by  our  schools,  and  our  prosperity  will  be  in  proportion  to  our  loyal- 
ty to  these  in  the  support  we  give  them.  We  note  with  pleasure 
the   continued  progress  of  our  colleges. 

Western  Maryland  is  just  completing  a  $50,000  building,  has  al- 
ready enrolled  as  many  as  matriculated  last  year  and  gives  fair 
promise  of  increased  usefulness.  This  college  has  given  training 
and  culture  to  many  men  and  women  within  our  own  conference 
bounds  and  we  commend  it  to  all  our  people  who  can  avail  them- 
selves  of  its  excellent   advantages. 

Our  university  and  colleges  of  the  East,  West  and  Southwest 
are  doing  a  great  work  for  the  church  in  their  respective  sections 
and  we  rejoice  in  their  success. 

Westminister   Theological   Seminary  is   just   completing   the   West 
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Virginia  Cottage  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  It  has  as  large  an  enrollment 
as  in  any  previous  year.  This  institution  has  greatly  aided  our  con- 
ference, in  the  excellent  equipment  of  many  of  our  men.  We  recom- 
ment  that  we  aid  in  means  and  men  this  most  useful  institution  of 
the  church. 

Our  own  high  schools,  Denton  High  School  and  Yadkin  Collegeiate 
Institute,  need  our  encouragement  by  way  of  support.  Denton  has 
added  recently  a  Business  College  Department  and  fits  young  men 
and  women  for  any  college  or  for  business.  The  success  of  these 
will  largely  depend  upon  the  interest  we  manifest  in  them.  It  is  our 
duty  to  take  care  of  our  own.  We  still  look  for  the  day  when  we 
shall  establish  a  school  of  higher  learning  in  our  own  conference, 
and  feel  that  if  it  be  best  for  us,  that  God  will,  in  His  wise  pro- 
vidence, lead  us  to  its   establishment.

In  a  sense,  every  minister  and  Christian  layman  should  be  u 
missionary.  The  past  has  proved  beyond  question  that  money  spent 
for  missions  has  brought  greater  returns  than  has  the  money  spent 
for  the  work  at  home.  As  the  stewards  of  our  Lord  we  are  bound 
to  use  the  means  at  our  command  in  a  way  that  will  result  in  the 
greatest  possible  increase  in  the  power  of  the  Kingdom.  One  ver^ 
pronounced  way  in  which  we  may  further  the  interest  of  the  king- 
dom of  our  master  is  to  treat  with  Christian  kindness  those  who 
come  to  our  shores.  They  carry  these  impressions  back  home,  and 
in  many  instances  evangelize  all  whom  they  touch  in  their  native 
land.  We  can  never  estimate  the  good  accomplished.  It  has  been 
our  habit  to  calculate  what  we  have  done  by  the  dollar  mark.  The 
men's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  spending  about  Twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  a  year  The  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
some  thing  like  Five  thousand  a  year.  The  men's  Board  of  Home 
Missions  about  seventeen  thousand  a  year  and  the  Woman's  Board 
of  Home  Missions  is  caring  for  Fine  Eidge  Mission  Sschool  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  standing  nobly  by  the  Children's  Home,  High  Point,  N. 
C.  It  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  increasing  interest  shown  along 
all  these  lines.  What  is  greatly  needed  most  just  now  is  that  we  bear 
on  the  wings  of  our  prayers  the  money  and  measures  of  men. 

It  has  been  said  that  we  can  never  love  any  one  as  we  ought  till 
we  can  love  every  body  as  we  should.  If  we  know  these  things 
happy  are  we  if  we  do  them.  It  is  evident  that  we  have  neither 
found  all  the  ways  in  which  we  may  contribute  to  missions  nor  done 
our  best  in   the   wavs   that   we   have   found.     We   would   recommend 
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that  the  children  be  encouraged  to  plan  for  the  raising  of  their  own 
money  for   missions.

ORDINANCES— REPORT  XO.  15 

Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper  are  ordinances  of  Christ  and  are 
to  be  practiced  by  Christian  people. 

"Go  teach  all  nations,"  said  the  Master,  "baptizing  them  in 
the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. ' ' 
He  also  said,  ' '  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me  and 
forbid  them  not;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God." 

So,  in  baptizing  children  we   acknowledge  them   as   being   cf   the 
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kingdom.  Believers,  then,  and  the  children  both  being  of  the  king- 
dom of  God,  are  entitled  to  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  On  the  sub- 
ject of  Lord's  Supper  the  Apostle  Paul  speaks  as  follows:  "For  I 
have  received  of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  that 
the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed  took  bread. 
And  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it  and  said,  'Take,  eat, 
this  is  my  body  which  is  broken  for  you;  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me. ' ' 

After  the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup  when  he  had  supped, 
saying,  "This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood:  this  do  ye, 
as  oft  as  ye  drink  it  in  remembrance  of  me. ' '  The  commandment 
concerning  these  ordinances,  like  all  other  commandments  of  our 
Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ,  should  be  both  taught  and  obeyed. 

In  doing  so  we  both  honor  God  and  also  confess  him  who  hath 
said:  "Whosoever,  therefore,  shall  confess  me  before  men,  him  will 
I  confess  also  before  my  father  which  is  in  heaven."  Therefore, 
we  recommend  that  our  pastors  instruct  the  people  concerning  the 
ordinances,  from  the  pulpit,  and  around  the  fireside,  and  as  far  as 
possible  through  the  means  of  good  literature.  We  would  also  recom- 
mend that  all  churches  be  supplied  with  individual  communion  sets; 
that  none  but   unfermented  wine  be  used. 

That  stewards  be  faithful  in  making  the  necessary  provisions  and 
preparation  for  the  Lord's  Supper  as  directed  in  our  book  of  disci- 
pline.

J.  E.  Pritchard  was  elected  to  examine  on  YTiley,  2  Yol. 

C.  H.  Whitaker  was  released  from  examining  on  Miley  2  Vol.  and 
elected  to  examine  on  Corner  Stones  of  Faith. 

We  recommend  that  J.  W.  Quick  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
President  to  be  employed,  and  if  employed  that  he  be  licensed. 

That  J.  W.  Hulin  be  licensed  to  administer  the  ordinances. 

That  T.  E.  Martin  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  President  to  be 
employed  if  needed,  that  if  employed  he  be  licensed,  arid  that  he  be 
continued  in  the  entrance  examination. 

The  following  have  passed  the  studies  in  the  first  year  of  the 
course  of  study  are  advanced  to  the  second  year  and  are  recommended 
for  license  to  administer  the  ordinance;  A.  D.  Shelton  and  H.  E.

John  Wesley  says: 

''By   repeated   experiments   we   learn   that   though   a    man   preach 
like    an    angel,    he    will    neither    collect    or    preserve    a    society    which 
he  has  collected  without  visiting  them  from  house  to  house.'7 
Bishop  Ken  says: 

Give  me  a  priest   (pastor)   whose  grace  shall  possess 

Of  an   ambassador  the   just   address; 

A  father's  tenderness,  a  shepherd's  care, 

A  leader's  courage,  which  the  cross  can  bear. 
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Of  a  mild,  humble  and  obliging  heart, 
Who  with  his   all   does  to  the  needy  part; 
Distrustful  of  himself,  in  God  confides, 
Daily  himself  to  his  flock  divides, 
Of  virtue  uniform,  and  cheerful  air." 
Another  says: 

' '  'Tis  not  a  cause  of  small  import, 
The  pastor's   care   demands, 
But  what  might  fill  an  angel's  heart; 
And    £11    a   Savior's   hands. 
They  watch  for  souls  for  which  the  Lord 
Did  heavenly  blessing  forego, 
For  souls  which  forever  live 
In  rapture  or  in  woe. ' ' 
The  word  pastor  has  the  significance  and  meaning  of  a  shepherd, 
and  therefore  carries  the  same  idea  of  relationship  that  a  shepherd 
sustains  to  his  sheep. 

A  pastor  then  is  a  shepherd  to  care  for  the  church  which  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  made  him  overseer,  till  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall 
appear  to  relieve  him  of  the  Sacred  Trust.  No  pastor,  therefore, 
can  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  so  great  a  responsibility.  Jesus 
commanded  his  Apostles  to  go  from  house  to  house  and  wherever 
they  were  received,  there  the  blessing  was  to  abide.  Jesus  himself 
said  to  Zaccheus,  "I  must  abide  at  they  house,"  so  there  may  be 
a  time  when  the  pastor  will  be  justified  in  inviting  himself  to  see 
his  people. 

A  word  just  here  to  the  church  members  may  be  in  place.  That 
of  the  importance  of  receiving  the  pastor  cordially,  that  the  blessing 
of  the  Lord  may  rest  upon  his  home,  and  not  the  curse  against  him, 
for  there  is  a  responsibility  resting  upon  him  as  well  as  upon  the 
pastor. 

A  house  going  pastor  then,  should  make  a  church  going  people, 
and  all  other  Christian  duties  as  well  performed.

Whereas,  we  are  beginning  to  see  some  of  the  happy  results  of  the 
suppression  of  the  traffic  in  North  Carolina,  and  believing  there  are 
better  results  yet  to   come  by  it. 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we  wisely  interpret  the  words  of  the  Master 
and  heartily  recommend  the  course  of  temperance  workers  in  their 
efforts  to  so  amend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America 
as  to  prohibiting  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  importation  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  in  any  place  or  to  any  point  in  all  our  land  and  country.

3.  That  the  land  bought  in  the  suburbs  of  Greensboro  for  a 
college  site  be  conveyed  as  soon  as  practicable  by  the  present 
Trustees  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Publishing 
House  to  be  used  for  a  college  site  or  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  col- 
lege as  the  Trustees  may  find  best  when  the  time  comes  to  begin 
building. 

In  accordance  with  the  foregoing  resolutions,  the  undersigned  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  submit  to  your  body  for  consideration, 
the  general  plan  of  the  proposed  corporation: 

We  recommend  that  the  plan  pursued  iu  the  organization  of  the 
Publishing  House  be  adhered  to,  so  far  as  the  election  of  Trustees, 
their  tenure  of  office,  and  the  interest  of  the  Church  are  concerned; 
and  that  an  annual  report,  containing  full  information  as  to  Trus- 
tees elected  to  fill  any  vacancies  arising,  of  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  funds,  of  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  and 
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of  any  enterprises  or  institutions  under  its  control,  be  submitted  to 
the  Annual  Conference  at  each  session. 

That  the  Corporation  have  the  power  to  do  everything  needful 
to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  purpose  of  the  resolutions  above  recited. 

That  the  name  be  changed  to  Board  of  Education  of  Methodist 
Protestant  church. 

That  the  number  of  Trustees  be  increased  to  fifteen,  of  whom 
the  President  of  the  Annual  conference  shall  be,  as  now,  one,  ex- 
ofScio.

CHURCH  EXTENSION— REPORT  NO.  28 

The  work  of  church  extension  is  of  great  importance  to  us,  not 
alone  because  the  advancement  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  church 
in  North  Carolina  depends  on  it,  but  the  success  and  extension  of  our 
work  everywhere.  Since,  with  larger  vision  we  began  to  extend  with- 
in the  bounds  of  our  conference,  look,  if  you  please,  at  what  we  are 
doing  for  other  interests.  More  than  one-third  came  from  fields 
that  a  few  years  ago  were  under  the  care  and  culture  of  the  hand 
of  church  extension.

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 'S  EEPOET 

NO.  32 

It  is  an  evident  fact  that  we  need  a  better  and  more  uniform 
system  for  collecting  the  pastor's  salary  and  the  general  interests 
of  the  church. 
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We  therefore  recommend  the  following  for  your  consideration 
and  adoption,  and  that  the  same  be  put  into  practice  as  rapidly  as 
possible: 

First — We  recommend  and  insist  on  the  budget  plan  for  raising 
pastor's   salary  and  general  interests. 

Second — That  each  church  appoint  or  elect  a  committee  whose 
duty  shall  be  to  apportion  the  pastor's  salary  and  general  interests, 
assessing  each  individual  member. 

Third — We  believe  that  children,  members  of  the  church,  should 
be  assessed  in  their  own  names,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
parents  do  the  paying. 

Fourth — In  making  these  apportionments  a  sufficient  amount  should 
be  added  to  cover  the  supposed  deficit  in  collections;  that  each 
member  be  notified  early  in  the  year  of  his  or  her  part. 

Fifth — We  recommend  that  one  set  of  stewards  be  appointed  for 
the  collection  of  general  interests;  or  when  thought  best  one  set  of 
stewards  can  collect  for  both. 

Sixth — We  urge  that  each  steward  insist  on  the  importance  of 
monthly  payments. 

Seventh — We  insist  that  each  pastor  present  this  plan  to  his  first 
Quarterly  Conference  and  to  each  of  his  churches,  and  insist  that 
they  use  the  plan,  provided  an  effectual  plan  is  not  already  in  opera- 
tion that  reaches  each  member. 

The   Children's   Home 

We  recommend  that  each  pastor  see  to  it  that  a  Children's  Home 
day  be  observed  in  each  church,  at  which  time  a  program  suggested 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman 's  Home  Missionary 
Society  may  be  used,  the  claim  of  the  Children 's  Home  presented 
and  an  offering  taken.  The  time  for  holding  the  day  being  left  to 
the  Quarterly  Conference. 

Second — Believing  that  it  is  most  important  that  the  children  of 
the  church  and  Sunday  school  be  interested  in  the  Children's  Home, 
we  recommend  that  collections  be  taken  once  a  month  in  each  Sunday 
school  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Third — We  recommend  the  organization  of  Woman's  Mission 
Bands  where  it  is  at  all  possible.  We  recommend  further  that  egg 
clubs,  potato  clubs,  corn  clubs,  etc.,  be  organzied  for  the  purpose 
of  collecting  funds  for  the  home. 

Fourth — We  insist  on  each  pastor  furnishing  the  superintendent  of 
the  Home  early  in  the  year  a  list  of  his  Sunday  school  superinten- 
dents. In  case  the  pastor  fails  to  furnish  this  list  by  the  first  of 
January,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  shall  write  the  pastor  for 
this  list. 

Fifth — We    recommend    that    the    Superintendent    of    the    Home 
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correspond  with  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday  schools,  asking 
them  to  comply  with  item  second  of  this  report. 

Sixth — Resolved:  That  each  church  hold  a  service  in  the  interest 
of  the  Home,  taking  a  collection,  on  Thanksgiving  day  or  the  Sunday 
preceding  or  following. 

Seventh — That  this  report  be  published  in  The  Methodist  Protest- 
ant Herald  in  the  month  of  May  and  October,  accompanied  by  one 
or  more  articles  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home. 

Eighth — That  all  money,  and  supplies  be  turned  over  to  H.  A. 
Garrett,  High  Point,  N.  C.

OUR  SAINTED  DEAD 

Services  in  memory  of  our  honored  dead 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  November  23,  1914,  in  the  Asheville  Meth- 
odist Protestant  church,  occurred  a  most  impressive  service,  which 
was  presided  over  by  President  Cecil.  Obituaries  were  read  as  fol- 
lows: Rev.  Wm.  D.  Foglemau  by  Rev.  J.  F.  McCulloch,  D.  D.; 
Rev.  J.  I/.  Giles  by  Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway.  After  these  papers  were 
read  a  number  of  beautiful  tributes  were  paid  to  these  deceased  mem- 
bers of  the  conference  and  to  a  number  of  prominent  laymen  who 
had  died  during  the  )^ear. 


WILLIAM   DANIEL   FOGLEMAN 

A  year  ago  in  our  session  in  High  Point,  we  missed  the  genial 
presence  of  Rev.  W.  D.  Fogleman.  We  knew  that  he  had  been  ill 
for  months  and  that  he  was  then  lying  in  a  hospital  in  Greensboro 
and  we  engaged  in  prayer  in  his  behalf.  A  few  days  later,  he, 
realizing  that  he  was  nearing  the  end  of  his  life,  returned  to  his 
home  in  Mebane,  that  he  might  die  there.  On  November  29,  1913, 
the  end  came. 

His  work  and  influence  meant  so  much  to  our  Conference  that 
we  would  indeed  do  violence  to  all  sense  of  propriety  if  we  did  not 
pause  to  acknowledge  his  worth  and  pay  tribute  to  his  memory.  Our 
feeling  of  loss  through  his  death  inclines  us  to  a  review  of  his  life 
and  character,  though  we  are  conscious  of  our  inability  fully  to 
appreciate   all  that   he  was  and  all  that   he   did. 

He  was  born  in  Guilford  county,  N.  C,  January  25,1858.  He  was 
the  oldest  of  six  children,  and  when  their  father's  health  failed,  the 
support  of  the  family  in  a  large  measure  devolved  upon  him.  He 
was  hired  out  when  a  small  boy  and  for  a  time  worked  for  ten 
cents  a  day.  Under  these  conditions  his  school  advantages  were 
of  eourse  very  poor.  But  he  was  naturally  of  an  inquiring  mind,  fond 
of  reading,  and  when  his  day's  work  was  done  he  would  often  lie 
on  the  floor,  book  in  hand,  and  read  by  the  light  of  a  brush  fire. 
Years  afterwards  when  his  daughter  was  a  little  girl  in  school,  he 
would  study  with  her  in  order  to  get  what  he  had  been  robbed  of 
by  the  untoward  circumstances  of  his  boyhood  days. 

When  he  was  twenty  years  old,  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  dis- 
cussions of  a  debating  society  which  held  weekly  meetings  in  Taber- 
nacle  Academy. 

On  December  3,  1879,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth 
Durham.  To  them  were  born  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter. 
The  son  died  at  the  age  of  six  months.     The  daughter  still  lives  and 
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is  now  the  estimable  Mrs.  Henry  Nicholson,  of  Mebane,  N.  C. 

For  several  years  after  his  marriage  Bro.  Fogleman  engaged  in 
farming.  In  1888  he  moved  to  Eandleman,  N.  C,  and  for  two  years 
was  a  mail-carrier  between  Eandleman  and  Greensboro.  He  then 
moved  to  Level  Cross,  Eandolph  Country,  and  was  for  about  five  years 
a   merchant. 

We  have  not  learned  the  date  of  his  conversion.  His  parents  were 
members  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  when  he  was  living  in  Eandle- 
man he  joined  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  Eev.  W.  E.  Lowder- 
milk  being  pastor  there. 

His  first  work  under  the  direction  of  our  Conference  was  taken 
in  1894,  at  the  first  session  held  in  Asheboro,  when  he  was  assigned 
to  Catawba  circuit  as  pastor.  This  field  he  served  for  five  years, 
and  he  infused  new  life  into  it.  The  people  became  more  interested 
in  their  church,  and  there  was  manifest  improvement  at  every  point. 

His  next  charge  was  Why  Not  circuit.  Here  he  remained  three 
years  and  the  circuit  advanced  to  a  higher  rank  in  our  list  of  charges. 

In  1902  he  was  sent  to  Orange  circuit.  Here  he  did  perhaps  the 
best  work  of  his  ministry  in  some  respects.  New  churches  were 
organized  in  Mebane  and  in  Efland  and  houses  of  worship  erected 
and  a  good  parsonage  built,  and  what  was  before  one  charge  has 
become  two  and  part  of  the  time  three  charges.  He  remained  here 
for  five  years. 

In  1907  he  became  pastor  of  Greenville  and  Spring  Church,  a  field 
lying  partly  in  North  Carolina  and  partly  in  Virginia.  He  labored 
here  successfully  for  three  years,  overcoming  to  some  extent  the 
effects  of  serious  mistakes  made  by  a  predecessor. 

In  1910  he  became  pastor  of  Liberty  circuit  and  in  this  year  a 
new  church  was  built  a  Pleasant  Union. 

He  had  now  made  such  a  reputation  as  a  church-builder  that  in 
1911  he  was  sent  to  Buncombe  and  Asheville  in  the  hope  that  the 
long-talked-of  church  in  Asheville  might  be  built.  He  soon  realized 
that  undivided  attention  to  the  work  in  Asheville  was  necessary, 
and  sought  release  from  the  pastorate  of  Buncombe  circuit.  He  now 
addressed  himself  to  the  work  in  Asheville,  but  the  church  had  be- 
somewhat  discouraged,  and  all  he  could  do  was  to  keep  alive  the 
hope  of  the  faithful  few.  His  health,  too,  had  already  begun  tc 
decline,  and  he  could  not  feel  that  the  task  in  Asheville  was  his. 

The  next  year,  1912,  he  received  his  last  appointment  from  this 
Conference,  being  assigned  to  Haw  Eiver  circuit.  In  December  of 
that  year,  the  dread  disease  Diabetes  developed  in  his  body,  and 
preyed  upon  him  till  his  life  was  destroyed,  nearly  a  year  later. 
After  a  few  months  of  service  on  Haw  Eiver  he  resigned  his  charge 
and  gaye  himself  to  heroic  effort  to  regain  his  health.  How  he  did 
long  to  be  well  again  that  he  might  preach  and  be  with  the  brethren 
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in  the  work!  He  knew  the  dangerous  character  of  his  disease,  and 
yet  he  would  hope  that  it  might  be  overcome.  Not  till  a  short  time 
before  his  death  did  he  lose  all  hope  of  recovery.  But  the  seal  of 
death  was  upon  him,  and  he  yielded  to  the  power  that  will  in  time 
drag  us  all  down  into  the  dust. 

He  was  buried  in  Hebron  Cemetery  according  to  his  request  made 
shortly  before  his  death.  His  funeral  was  held  in  Mebane  M.  P. 
Church  and  was  attended  by  a  great  throng  of  his  friends  and 
neighbors.  It  was  conducted  by  Eev.  W.  E.  Swain,  the  pastor,  as- 
sisted by  Eev.  C.  A.  Cecil,  President  of  our  Conference,  >./  Eev.  E. 
C.  Stubbins,  pastor  of  Orange  circuit,  and  by  the  editor  of  the 
"Methodist  Protestant  Herald,"  on  Sunday  afternoon,  November 
30,   1913. 

In  his  years  in  the  ministry,  Bro.  Fogleman  did  a  good  work,  a 
great  work  for  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North  Carolina. 
His  zeal,  his  determination,  his  faith  in  God,  his  love  for  the  church 
of  his  choice,  carried  him  over  many  a  difficult  place.  He  believed 
in  the  doctrines  of  our  church  and  was  remarkably  clear  in  his 
theological  views.  He  also  believed  that  people  should  read  and 
think  for  themselves  in  matters  of  religion,  and  he  tried  with 
extraordinary  success  to  put  his  church  paper  into  every  home  of  his 
charge.  He  got  close  to  the  people,  he  believed  in  the  people,  and 
the  people  believed  in  him. 

Though  Bro.  Fogleman  has  gone  from  us  and  will  be  with  us 
no  more,  he  made  such  an  impression  upon  us  that  he  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten.  We  will  gladly  cherish  his  memory  and  will  hope  to 
meet  him  in  glory. 

In  addition  to  his  wife  and  daughter,  he  left  four  brothers  and 
one  sister.  To  all  these,  of  course,  his  death  brought  great  sorrow. 
May  they  all  have  a  well-grounded  hope  of  meeting  Bro.  Fogleman 
among  the  ever-blessed,  those  who  have  washed  their  robes  and  made 
them    white    in    the    blood    of    the    Lamb." 

J.   F.    McCulloch, 

EEV.  J.  L.  GILES 

Eey.  Jesse  L.  Giles  was  born  in  Eandolph  County,  N.  C,  May  3, 
1839,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Winston  Salem,  N.  C,  May  22,  1914. 
He  was  the  son  of  Eeuben  and  Anna  Giles.  His  father  was  a  minis- 
ter and  one  of  the  first  promoters  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  in  Eandolph  Co.  Bro.  Giles  became  a  Christian  in  early  life 
and  began  his  ministry  in  1860,  when  he  was  21  years  old.  Seven 
years  later  he  was  ordained  an  elder  in  the  Methodist  Church,  a 
branch  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  later  being  united 
with  the  Methodist  Protestant  church.     His  elder's  credentials  bear 
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the  name  of  Rev.  Quinton  Holton  as  President  of  the  Conference 
and  J.  A.  Huggins,  Secretary. 

In  1865  Bro.  Giles  was  married  to  Miss  Nannie  J.  York  with 
whom  he  lived  happily  till  her  death  in  1893.  Four  children  blessed 
the  union;  Mrs.  C.  Bristow,  deceased,  Mrs.  Ha  Callaway,  and  Messrs 
A.  M.  and  J.  A.  Giles. 

In  1900  he  was  married  the  second  time  to  Miss  Lula  Braswell. 
Two  children  were  born  of  this  union,  one  of  whom  died  in  infancy. 
The  wife  and  one  child,  Johnson  Cicero,  are  still  living  and  mourn 
the  loss  of  husband  and  father.  Bro.  Giles  was  happy  in  his  home 
life.  His  wife  being  the  stronger  of  the  two  was  the  bread  winner 
in  their  last  years.  She  was  devoted  and  industrious,  though  the 
heavy  responsibilities  of  the  home  fell  upon  her,  she  bore  them 
gladly  and  well. 

The  last  charge  that  Bro.  Giles  served  was  Winston  Mission.  His 
health  failed  while  he  was  on  this  work  and  he  never  sufficiently  re- 
covered to  take  work  again.  His  fifty  and  more  years  of  ministry 
carried  him  into  many  different  fields  of  labor  in  the  N.  C.  Con- 
ference, and  we  have  no  doubt  that  his  preaching  encouraged  and 
strengthened  the  saints  of  God  and  proved  a  savior  of  life  to  many 
who  were  lost.  He  preached  the  gospel  more  than  fifty  years.  He 
was  especially  good  in  revivals,  and  we  believe  that  his  preaching  en- 
couraged the  people  of  God  and  brought  sinners  to  the  Savior.  H« 
was  popular  in  his  own  community  as  a  preacher  and  winner  of  souls. 

Bro.  Giles  was  a  sweet-spirited,  inoffensive  Christian  gentleman. 
His  years  of  physical  infirmity  were  spent  in  patient  and  trustful 
reliance  upon  the  God  whom  he  had  served  for  so  many  years.  He 
loved  the  church,  he  loved  all  people,  he  loved  God  supremely,  and 
his  chief  delight  was  in  doing  his  will.  When  the  end  came  it  was 
like  the  gathering  of  a  ripe  shock  of  corn.  He  had  lived  out  his 
days;  he  had  finished  his  work,  and  it  only  remained  for  God  to 
send  his  angels  and  gather  him  into  the  garners  above. 

"Servant  of  God,  well  done! 

Thy   glorious   warfare's   past;

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CHARACTER  SKETCHES 

These  are  not  intended  to  be  obituaries  but  character 
sketches  of  some  of  the  heroes  and  fathers  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  who  in  past  years  gave  their  lives  for  the 
cause  they  loved.  The  idea  is  to  preserve  something  of  the 
characteristics  of  these  worthy  servants  of  the  past.  If 
plans  are  carried  out  sketches  of  others  will  appear  in  the 
Journals  of  successive  years. 


WILLIAM  HENRY  WILLS 

William  Henry  Wills,  one  of  the  pioneers  in  the  Methodist  Prot- 
estant Church  and  for  fifty-eight  years  a  minister  in  the  North 
Carolina  Conference,  was  born  August  4,  1809,  in  Tarboro,  Edgecombe 
County.  His  father,  a  prosperous  merchant  of  Tarboro,  died  sud- 
denly in  1817,  leaving  his  wife  and  William,  the  only  child.  Being 
defrauded  of  her  inheritance,  she  was  left  to  maintain  herself  and 
her  son  by  her  own  efforts.  The  mother  and  son  were  finally  taken 
into  the  family  of  Spencer  D.  Collins,  a  near  kinsman  and  a  well- 
to-do  business  man  of  Tarboro,  who  gave  them  a  home  and  the  son 
a  practical  business  training.  This  was  so  thorough  that  through 
his  life  he  ordered  his  affairs  with  an  exactness  and  a  system  that 
marked  him  as  a  man  of  rare  efficiency. 

He  was,  in  1830,  converted  at  a  revival  meeting,  and  joined  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  Whitaker's  Chapel,  Halifax  County. 
On  the  18th  of  April,  1831,  he  was  licensed  to  preach.  He  preached 
his  first  sermon  May  22,  1831,  in  the  "Old  Hebron  Church,"  Edge- 
combe County.  During  the  latter  part  of  this  year,  all  of  1832  and 
1833,  and  until  October  1,  1834,  he  was  actively  engaged  in  preaching. 

On  May  13,  1835,  he  married  Anna  Maria  Baker,  the  oldest  daugh- 
ter of  Dr.  Cary  Whitaker,  of  Halifax   County. 

In  1842,  largely  with  the  fees  he  received  for  administering  the 
Gotten  Estate,  he  purchased  about  a  thousand  acres  of  land  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Brinkleyville,  Halifax  County,  where  he  made  his 
home  with  his  family  during  the  rest  of  his  life.  Here  he  and  his 
wife  reared  their  nine  children — three  sons  and  six  daughters.  The 
oldest  son,  Richard  Henry,  followed  his  father's  steps  into  the 
Methodist  Protestant  ministry,  and  preached  in  the  North  Carolina 
Conference  from  his  twentieth  year  until  his  death  in  his  fifty-sixth 
year.  The  latter 's  son,  J.  Norman  Wills,  a  layman  of  Greensboro, 
maintains  the  standard  of  the  two  preceding  generations  in  his 
high-toned  Christian  life  and  his  devoted  service  in  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church. 
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Although  it  was  not  until  the  conference  of  1844  that  William 
H.  Wills  definitely  entered  the  itinerant  ministry,  he  had  been  actively 
identified  with  the  church  and  its  work  since  preaching  his  first 
sermon.  He  was  secretary  of  the  annual  conference  of  1832;  and  a 
lay  delegate  and  secretary  to  that  of  1833,  where  he  was  elected 
deacon  and  ordained.  During  the  years  1832-1844  he  was  a  part  of 
the  time  in  charge  of  circuits,  a  part  of  the  time  listed  as  an  "unsta- 
tioned  minister. ' '  From  1S44,  however,  until  his  death  he  was  actively 
preaching,  except  during  a  few  scattering  years  when  ill-health  pre- 
vented him  from  doing  so.  His  services  to  his  church  were  in  every 
field.  Besides  being  secretary  of  the  annual  conferences  of  1832 
and  1833,  he  was  also  secretary  of  that  of  1853,  and  president  during 
1849,  1850,  1860,  1869,  and  1870.  He  was  elected  president  for 
1851  and  1861;  but,  on  account  of  ill-health,  he  resigned  without 
serving.  He  represented  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  in 
the  General  Conference  which  met  in  Cincinnati  in  1846;  in  Baltimore 
in  1850;  in  Steubenville,  Ohio,  in  1854;  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  in  1858; 
in  Georgetown,  D.  C,  in  1866;  in  Baltimore  in  1870;  and  in  Pittsburgh 
in  18S0.  He  was  secretary  of  the  conference  in  Steubenville,  and  was 
elected  secretary  of  that  in  Lynchburg.  Illness,  however,  prevented 
his  serving  the  latter.  He  was  president  of  the  conference  in  George- 
town, and  in  this  capacity  the  spokesman  for  the  body  when  it  was 
received  by  the  President  of  the  United  States.  His  address  to  the 
President  on  this  occasion,  though  brief,  was  noteworthy  for  its 
clear  and  incisive  style  and  dignity  of  tone. 

In  1867  Mr.  Wills  was  a  delegate  to  a  convention  of  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church  which  met  in  Montgomery,  Ala.,  to  con- 
sider a  proposed  union  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  special  commission  which  was  to  arrange, 
if  possible,  with  a  similar  commission  from  the  other  side,  the  terms 
of  the  union.  In  1877  he  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  in  Balti- 
more which  brought  together  the  two  branches  into  which  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  church  had  been  divided  before  the  Civil  War  by 
the  "slavery  question." 

Here,  again,  he  was  one  of  the  commission  to  arrange  the  terms 
of  reunion.  His  relation  to  this  movement  showed  him  in  one  of  his 
most  striking  traits  of  character — his  readiness  to  efface  himself  in 
the  interest  of  his  church.  Personally  he  was  opposed  to  this  reunion. 
When,  however,  he  found  that  a  large  majority  of  both  wings  favored 
the  reunion,  he  withdrew  his  objections  and  labored  to  bring  to- 
gether the  two  branches  upon  terms  that  would  secure  the  best  re- 
sults. 

His  service  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference  during  the  first 
fifty  years  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  was  invaluable.  He 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  President  to  put  into  effect  a  thoroughly 
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organized  system  of  visiting  and  supervising  the  separate  fields  of 
labor  in  the  conference;  and  to  have  made  in  "The  Methodist  Protest- 
ant," such  reports  as  not  only  to  encourage  the  pastors  to  give  of 
their  best,  but  to  raise  the  life  of  the  church  in  North  Carolina  per- 
manently to  a  higher  plane. 

As  a  presiding  officer  over  the  deliberations  of  the  conferences, 
annual  or  general,  he  was  conspicuously  successful.  He  had  a  compre- 
hensive knowledge  of  parliamentary  law,  and  a  quickness  and  decis- 
iveness of  mind  that  enabled  him  to  discharge  the  -functions  of 
chairman  in  a  manner  to  infuse  energy  into  the  whole  body,  and  to 
get  its  business  attended  to  with  despatch. 

It  is  probable,  however,  that  as  a  committeeman  he  rendered  his 
most  important,  though  least  conspicuous  service.  His  counsel  was 
valuable  because  he  could  grasp  quickly  and  judicially  the  salient 
features  of  the  matter  at  issue,  and  his  reports  were  models  of  point 
and  comprehensiveness. 

The  same  traits  of  character  which  marked  him  as  a  minister  were 
conspicuous  in  his  private  life.  Possibly  the  most  noteworthy  of 
these  traits  was  his  adherence  to  principle  and  his  indifference  to 
opinion.  He  devoted  himself  and  his  family  with  marked  success 
to  a  life  of  righteousness,  to  the  details  of  which  he  applied  the 
same  rules  of  conduct  that  he  applied  to  problems  of  great  moment. 
If  any  adverse  criticism  of  him  should  be  made  here,  it  would 
be  that  he  possibly  did  not  sufficiently  discriminate  between  matters 
of  expediency  and  matters  of  principle;  and  that  he  consequently 
developed  an  austerity  of  manner  that  frequently  caused  him  to 
appear  as  less  tender  and  sympathetic  than  he  really  was. 

He  was  a  close  student  of  the  Bible  and  of  church  history.  His 
interest,  however,  in  abstract  theology  was  slight.  His  vital  con- 
cern was  with  religion  as  a  life.  He  not  only  urged  others  to  live 
this  life,  but  he  lived  it  himself,  exemplifying  it  even  in  the 
minute  details  of  his  secular  affairs  as  well  as  in  matters  peculiar  to 
the  ecclesiastical  sphere. 

In  such  matters  as  promptness  in  keeping  his  engagements;  in 
strict  attention  to  his  own  business  and  non-interference  with  that 
of  others;  in  refraining  from  and  discouraging  in  others  all  manner 
of  gossip,  news-mongering,  and  frivolity;  and  in  methodical  atten- 
tion to   details,  he  conscientiously  lived  the  life  of  a  Christian. 

In  his  personal  relations  with  others  he  was  not  regarded  as 
possessing  personal  magnetism.  Eespected  at  all  times,  and,  as  age 
came  upon  him,  venerated  by  all  who  knew  him,  he  at  the  same 
time  attracted  to  himself  only  a  few  from  among  those  who  knew 
him  best.  Although  by  nature  fun-loving,  he  lacked  the  sense  of 
humor  that  would  have  balanced  the  austerity  of  his  devotion  to 
his  principles  and  lent  geniality  to  his  presence.     It  is  possible  that 
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this  lack  of  geniality  was  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  he  was  often 
in  ill  health  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  he  was  possessed  of  a  modesty 
that  sometimes  amounted  to  shyness.  Only  when  duty  called  him 
to  the  front  did  he  put  himself  there. 

Though  not  magnetic  in  private,  in  the  pulpit  his  magnetism 
was  unquestionable.  A  clear-cut,  logical  reasoner,  he  at  the  same 
time  had  many  of  the  gifts  of  the  orator.  More  than  this,  he 
preached  with  the  power  of  a  strong,  righteous  character  and  a  deep 
spirituality — a  power,  too,  that  comes  only  from  those  whose  hearts 
burn  with  a  passionate  love  of  souls.  Those  who  heard  him  when 
his  physical  vigor  was  near  its  prime  have  dscribed  his  audiences 
as  often  swayed  by  his  words  as  by  a  mighty  wind.  Eecognizing  his 
worthiness,  Western  Maryland  College  in  1872  conferred  upon  him 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity. 

His  active  life  was  abruptly  ended  by  a  stroke  of  paralysis  Sep- 
tember 19,  1884,  while  he  was  discharging  his  duty  as  pastor  of  the 
church  at  La  Grange.  He  partly  recovered  from  this  shock,  but 
remained  an  invalid  until  his  death  in  his  home  at  Brinkleyville, 
June  22,  1889. 

The  tangible  results  of  his  life  were  great  and  far-reaching;  the 
results  beyond  the  view  of  men,  who  can  measure* 

CHAEACTEE    SKETCH    OF    JOHN    PAETS,    D.    D. 
By  Rev.  W.  E.   Swain,  D.  D. 

A  man  of  rugged  frame  and  strong  personality.  To  those 
who  did  not  know  the  gentle  sweetness  of  the  spirit  of  the  man 
he  seemed  cold  and  sometimes  austre,  but  to  those  in  closer 
touch  with  him  his  soul  was  sympathetic  sunshine  and  self-sacri- 
ficing   devotion. 

He  was  born  of  Scotch-Irish  parents  on  September  1,  1809  near 
where  Salem  Methodist  Protestant  church  now  stands,  in  what 
is  now  the  south  east  corner  of  Alamance  county,  N.  C.  He  was 
the  oldest  of  five  sons  of  John  and  Mary  Paris.  In  boyhood  his 
educational  advantages  were  poor,  and  yet  by  dint  of  hard  work 
he  rose  to  literary  distinction.  He  was  the  author  of  several 
books  and  pamphlets,  among  which  was  a  history  of  The  Meth- 
odist   Protestant    Church. 

When  the  war  between  the  states  broke  out  he  volunteered 
and  went  to  the  front  as  a  private,  but  his  native  ability  and 
devotion  soon  won  the  attention  of  his  superiors  in  the  army 
and  he  was  made  chaplain.  In  this,  as  in  all  other  relations  of 
life,  he  was  true  to  every  obligation.  He  knew  no  compromise 
with  wron^?;  and  never  marie  terms  with  a  questionable  doctrine 
or  movement.  During  all  the  troublous  days  of  reconstruction 
after  the  war  he  quietly  moved  on  in  faithful  discharge  of  his 
ministerial  duties  daily  evincing  the  same  noble  spirit  which  had 
characterized    his    conduct   when    on    the   battle    field. 

He  moved  in  a  straight  line  from  point  to  point,  and  yet  his 
was    a    noble    soul,    and    kindly,    and    while    he    had    a    vision    large

he    never     failed    to    see    smaller     objects    at     his    feet,    and     seeing 
helped. 

Whether  on  the  battle  field,  in  the  camp,  in  his  home,  or  in 
the  pulpit  he  was  ever  that  sympathetic  friend,  soldier,  companion 
and  devout  man  of  God.  "When  on  October  3,  1883  he  closed  his 
eyes  on  earth  one  of  God's  noblemen  went  to  his  reward,  and 
the   world   was   poorer   because   he   went. 


RULES  OF   ORDER 

1.  After  the  opening  of  Conference,  the  first  business  in  order 
shall  be  the  reading  of  the  President 's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o  'clock  p.  m.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers 
of  the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate, 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shal  be  allowed  to  speak  more  thon  once  on 
any  question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, nor  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the  Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  requested  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 

20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question  has 
been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
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21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Tea  or  No.  The  yeas  and 
nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of  the 
members  present.  ' 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No   committee   shall   meet   during  the   session   of   Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proper  com- 
mittee.

ELECTION  LAW  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 

The  Second  Quarterly  Conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  field  of  labor 
may  be  entitled,  as  delegate  to  the  Annual  Conference:  the  pastor 
shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and  appoint 
a  day  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall  fall  at 
each  church,  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote,  by  ballot,  for  the 
number  to  which  the  charge  may  be  entitled;  the  ballots  cast  by 
members  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them 
to  be  counted,  and  the  count  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Third  Quar- 
terly Conference,  to  be  compared  by  that  body;  the  brother  or 
brethren  receiving  the  plurality  of  votes  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected,  and  a  certificate  shall  be  given  accordingly,  and  the  pastor, 
imediately  after  Third  Quarterly  Conference,  shall  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference  the  representative  elected. 

Note. — The  above  is  a  copy  of  the  law  as  found  in  minutes  of  1899. 

The  suffrage  law  was  amended  by  the  conference  of  1913  so  as 
to  allow  all  persons  the  privilege  of  voting  at  the  age  of  18  except 
for  tlie  election  of  trustees  and  when  real  estate  is  in  question. 

Certificates  be  given  by  vote  of  membership. 

No  certificate  of  Church  Membership  shall  be  given  to  a  member 
without  affirmative  vote  of  the  members  of  the  church  from  which 
the  certificate  is  requested.     See  Minutes  98,  page  23.
